IN POISONING CASE. 


NBW -YORK’S MYSTERY DRAWING 
NEARER TO SOLUTION. 


| Hinted the Handwriting in Possession 


ef the Police Has Afforded Clews 
' Which May Result in Arrests atAny 
Momént—Soldiers from Fort Sheri- 
‘dan Go Aboard the Transport Grant 
Minister Declares Filipinos Can- 
mot Govern Themselves.

Mr. Carvalho, when questioned as to the 
import of his conference with Captain Mc- 
Clusky, began by saying that the Captain 
’ and he had had a long talk about the Adams 
case. He admitted that he was now in the 
employ of the police, and had been since 
Monday. 

“Our talk was general,’’ said Mr. Car- 
valho, and then, changing his manner sud- 
denly to one of great earnestness, he add- 
ed: *‘ But I will say this: In my experience 
as a handwriting expert I have encountered 
many cases more difficult than this one. I 
don't .regard this as a difficult case at all. 
The handwriting on the wrapper of the pol- 
son package can, in my opinion, be identified 
from specimens in our possession. I think 
I shall succeed in this case and that the 
mystery will be solved.”’ 

That the mystery is on the verge of being 
cleared up was not denied tonight by Cap- 
tain McClusky as he left for his home. 

“1 don’t expect an arrest tonight,”’ said he, 
“but then, you know, the unexpected often 
happens.”’ 

Captain McClusky’s words were construed 
to mean that an arrest in this case is always 
within the bounds of probability, because if 
the suspect should attempt to leave town 
he would immediately be taken into custody. 

An important discovery was made today 
as the result of an examination of the sales 
account of C. B. Smith & Co. of Newark, 
who sold the poison that killed Mrs. Adams 
and that was taken by Henry C. Barnet be- 
fore his death. 

Balback & Co. of Newark bought two bot- 
tles of cyanide of mercury on Oct. 5 last. The 
office records also show that two bottles of 
the drug were delivered to the Newark High 
School on Det. 20, and were checked off as 
received by Professor George C. Sonn, in- 
etructor in chemistry in that institution, on 
Dec. 30. | 

As Mr. Smith's stock of cyanide of mer- 
- eury on July 1 consisted of ten bottles, and 
-aeMhe had six bottles on the shelves on Jan. 
1, every bottle is accounted for for the first

Spain’s Powerful Tax Collecting Ma- 
‘chine to Be Utilized by, the Ameri- 
Government in Cuba—Methods 
of the Institution Not Popular with 
the Natives, Who Charge Corrup- 
tion—To Retain Five Per Cent of 
All Money Handled.

Havana, Jan. 17.—Secretary Alger has re- 

established the Banco Espanol (Bank of 
Spain) by an order from the War depart- 
ment, which became public here today. The 
significance of this act is in the fact that in 
the Banco Espanol] lies all the tax collecting 
power and machinery of the former Spanish 
government, and that these functions are 
continued and extended by Secretary Alger's 
order, 

The former methods of the Banco Espanol 
have made it unpopular with the Cuban busi- 
ness-men and property-owners. It has not 
done an extensive banking business, as the 
latter is known in America, but has rather 
been the financial agent of Spain—a sub- 
treasury, as it were—with a tax gathering 
annex, employing a small army of attachés. 
Charges have been made by Cubans that op- 
pressive methods and corrupt agents have 
characterized its career. 


Order Is a Surprise. 

The directors of the Banco Espanol sent an 
agent to Washington last month. He rep- 
resented that the bank would reorganize as a 
private institution, and the impression that 
such would be the case prevailed here. Now 
comes Secretary Alger’s order, which is a 
surprise to the highest army officidls. It is 


dated Jan. 7, and begins thus: 


*‘For the convenience of taxpayers in the 
Island of Cuba, and until military authority 
is prepared to perform the work, it is or- 
dered that the Banco Espanol shall proceed 
to collect the general tax levied on persons 
and property in the Island of Cuba for the 
fiscal year commencing July 1, 1898, and 
erding June 30, 1899... . The-money to 
be collected to be reported daily to the com- 
manding General of Havana, and to beat all 
times subject to his draft.”’ 

A bond for $1,000,000 has been deposited 
by the directors of the institution as guaran- 
ty for the performance of its duties under 
Secretary Alger’s drder. 

The last paragraph of the order provides 
that 5 per cent of all.moneys collected and 
turned over ta the United States officers 
shall be retained by the Banco Espanol as 
compensation for its services.

Bad Conditions in Hav: 
[BY ASBOCIATED PRESS.) 

Hayana, Jan. 17.—Major General Ludlow, 
Military Governor of the Department of 
Havana, in a letter says: 

“The City of Havana is in a deplorable 
condition. The Spaniards have left it bank- 
rupt, unable to pay its employés, who have 
lacked their salaries for many months: The 
prisons, asylums, and homes for the desti- 


| tute are without supplies, food, or medicine. 


The sanitary condition is frightful. Almost 


abuses exist which are a con- | 
tinuing menaee te the health of the city. | 
“The Spaniards have léft Havana with 


scarcely an attribute of modern civilization, 
and practically in the sanitary condition ofa 
city two centuries ago. For the time being 
Havana, as well as the island, is in a helpless 
and destitute condition. The United States 
is provisionally in charge of the administra- 


tion of affairs, military and civil. The Amer- 


ican government has expended large sums of 
money for the regene§ation of the island, and 
is ready tospend more. The money which at 
this moment is being used to maintain the 
charitable institutions of the city is moncy 
allotted by the United States asa free gift 
for this purpose. We have given food ra- 
tions by the million, and employment to 
thousands who needed it. 

“The retiring Spanish authorities have 
pilaged almost every public building, strip- 


. ping all of everything of value with a few ex- 


ceptions, and leaving behind only the ac-. 
cumulated filth of generations. Within 
three months will come the wet season, with 
deplorable possibilities as to the outbreak of 
epidemics, particularly yellow fever, from 
which Havana suffers the year round owing 
to the gross neglect of all sanitary precau- 
tions.”’

The 
little vessel was listed badly to port, but did 
not appear to be in distress. : 

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 17.—{Special.]—

GIVES WAY AT CLEVELAND. 


Body of Water a Mile Loug and from 
300 to 1,000 Feet Wide Pours Down 
the Valley, Carrying Destruction 
Before It—Property of Standard O11 
and Other Big Companies Threat- 
ened—Large Loss of Life Not Antici- 
pated. 


Cleveland, O., Jan. 18, 3 a. m.-—[Special.]— 
A dam retaining water in a natural reser- 


morning. 

The body of water retained was a mile 
long, in places twenty to thirty feet deep, 
and from 300 to 1,000 feet wide. 3 

The works of the Standard Oil company 
and other big firms He in the path of the 
water and the property loss will be large. . 

Few families live on the flats and they 
were warned to leave, so great foss of life 
is not likely. 

The dam was located under the Willson 
avenue bridge in this city. 

Back of the dam is a body of water a 
mile and one-half long, hundreds of feet 
wide, and in places twenty-five to thirty 

The break in the dam has already allowed 
torrents of water to pour’ down on the 
flats below it, and the entire collapse of 
the structuge is expected at any moment. 

Should the entire dam givé way a good- 
sized portion of Cleveland will be swept 
down into the Cuyahoga River and into 

Bridge Pier Breaks. 

The right pier of thé bridge has just fallen 
and the whole bridge will crash down at 
any moment, it is expected. 

The break in the dam is increasing in size 
and the first prediction of thousands of 
dollars of damage seems now to be fully 
verified. 

Big Plants in Danger. 

Below the dam are located the big plant 
of the Standard Oil company, the Cleveland 
paper mills, the Flick slaughter-houses, and 
other manufacturing plants are scattered 
along the winding gully through which 
the water must pass, ? 
The property loss, already large, must 
reach hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
perhaps millions—it is impossible,to tell now 
how much—in case the balance of the dam 
gives way, as seems inevitable. 

The territory below the dam is sparsely 
populated, being given up mostly to man- 
ufacturing purposes. 3 |

the dam were ordered to fly for their lives. 
' which they did, and it is believed that all 
or nearly all got away in safety. 
The territory below the dam is already 
deeply covered with water, the tanks of the 
Standard Oil company being surrounded, to 
what depth it is hard to tell in the darkness. 


Fear of Fire Added. 

Should these tanks be overturned or broken 
a flood of oil wil sweep down the valley of 
the Cuyahoga, and if it comes in contact 
with fire will eause untold damage. 

Of course, these are simply surmises of 
what might happen, but they seem almost 
certain from particulars now obtainable. 

The dam underneath the bridge was built 
but a few months ago. Jriginally Willson 
avenue, across the line of which the dam 
extends, had its level coincident with that 
of the dam, 

There was @ small waterway crossing it, 
@& mere creck. Last summer the level of

-Several days ago this culvert became 
clogged with dirt and sand. Then, after a

Its waters, augmented by the melting snow 
and rain, rushed down inte the ravine to 
swell the water backed up by the stoppage 
of the culvert. | 

To this volume streams from the hill sides 
for several miles back up the gully had add- 
ed their quota. 

Altogether, a mass of water a mile and 
a half long, varying m width from a few 
hundred feet to a thousand, and in depth 
in many places from twenty-five to thirty 
feet, was penned up behind a dam, which, 
though many feet in thickness, had its weak 
spots. These were the clogged culvert and 
the ends of the dam at either shore. 

At 1:15 a. m., when the first. break oc- 
curred, a gang of workmen were busy undér- 
neath tne bridge trying to dig a shaft to 
get into the culvert and clear it of obstruc- 
tions. | 


SNOW-STORM IS UNHERALDED.

Snow came to Chicago yesterday without 
‘first securing a permit from the Weather 
bureau and without its approach being fore- 
casted. Weather bureau officials explained 
that it was only a local storm and that less 
than an inch fell. But the cold wave, which 
had been prophesied, began to show itself 
toward evening, and the forecast for today 
is “ Fair and decidedly colder.’ It is ex- 
plained that “‘ decidedly" means 15°, and 
that Chicago may expect to see the mer- 
cury down to 10° above zero before night. 
The cold wave comes from the Northwest, 
and as there is a warm wave close on its 
heels in western Montana it is not expected 
to linger long In Chicago—probably not after

MAYOR THREATENS A VETO. 


The underground trolley—the height of 


modern urban transportation—will be prac- 
ticable in Chicago with the completion of 
the drainage canal the coming year, elec- 
trical experts say. Those who have studied 
the question since the controversy arose | 
between the city administration and the 
street car companies have found its solution 
in the better sewerage conditions which will 
follow the opening of the canal. ? . 
The controversy took a new turn yester-. 
day, when Mayor Harrison and Charles T.- 
Yerkes locked horns over the feasibility of 
the underground system for the new down- 
town lines which the North and West Side 
companies want to open to relieve the con- 
gestion during “rush” hours. Mr. Yerkes 
announced flatly his companies would not 
provide underground trolleys for the 
service. The Mayor was equally positive he 
would veto any ordinance for overhead 
trolleys in the down-town district. ' 
The honors rest about thus: The Mayor 
calls on the street railroad companies for 
better service. The North‘and West Side 
companies reply they will give it if permitted 


| to string overhead trolley wires. The Mayor 


says they cannot do that. Mr. Yerkes ré- 
torts the people are being deprived of im- 
proved street car facilities by the Mayor. 
The ‘Mayor then asserts the underground 
system can be used. Mr. Yerkes says ft can- 


not be operated satisfactorily in Chicago. -

SENSATIONAL CHARGES MADE PUB- 
LIC BY 


Says He Was Induced te Come tea the 
Evansten School to Play Football 
and Received Only Part of What His 
Contract ‘CaMed For — Promised a 
Vear’s Tuition in the Medical Ccol- 
lege and Other Reward — Trainer 
Beutner Confirms the Allegations, 


Talk about the bad treatment alleged to 
have been accorded John Ryan, one of the 
most prominent members of the Northwest- 
ern University football team, has brought 
to light another scandal in reference to 
professionalism amon athletes at that in- 
stitution. 


Ryan's complaint is ‘that he all the | 


way to Evanston from North Adams, Maas., 
on assurances that hie expenses in North- 
western Medical School would be paid for 
che year if he played on the football team, 
ahd that after he had fulfilled his part of 
the contract the Northwestern athletic au- 
thorities failed to fulfill their part. What- 
ever justice there may be in Ryan's charges, 
it appears clear that he was induced to enter 
school for the pu of playing footDall 
and that the Northwestern football man- 
ager openly violated the intercollegiate 
ruies against professionalism. 

Kyan was Captain, quarter back, and end 
of the football team at Williams College in 
1806. He says that last fall Manager Hart 
of Northwestern wrote him and promised 
him free tuition in the medical school for 
one year if he would come to Northwestern 
and play aly gy on the team. He re- 
plied encouragingly, whereupon Hart sent 
him a haif rate ticket and he came on to 
Evanston. After arriving there, however, 
Ryan and Hart could not come to terms, 
and the former was almost on the verge of 
returning home when another conference 
was called, at which Coach Bannard and 
Trainer Max Beutner were present. North- 
western was sadly in need of a quarier- 
back, and at last it was agreed that Kyan 
should receive a year’s tuition In the med- 
ical school, books and implements, and cers 
tain other means of obtaining money easily, 
such as a share of the receipts from the 
stucents’ directory, a 
baseball score card, and the promise of pat- 
ronage as an insurance agent. 

Receives Part of His 

Ryan went upon the purple foo all team 
and, as is well known by those who followed 
Northwestern's game, he proved one of the 
hardest and best players on the team. He | 
was quite badly hurt in the Minnesota game. 
Ryan has attended school but two days since 
coming West. He says that he received a 
set of medical instruments, two books, and 
$35 in cash, but that in ne other respects has 
Northwestern's athletic management kept 
its word with him, and now he is here, un- 
able to continue in the medical school and 
with nothing to do. 

Ryan’s friends have interceded for him 
with the Northwestern authgyities, but to 
no purpose. Maclay Hoyne, a Williams 
alumnus, went to President Rogers and told 
of the unjust treatment accorded Ryan, but 
President. Rogers said he would leave the 
case to Manager Hart. - 

Trainer Max Beutner was asked last night 
concerning Ryan’s charges and he practical- 
ly admitted they were all true, “I think 
Ryan has been treated badly,” said Beutner, 
‘‘and I do not blame him for grumbling. | 
There is this much to be said, however: 
Northwestern's faculty knew nothing about 
the arrangement made with Ryan and they 
should not be held accountable for anything 
done in the case.”’ 

Beutner said that Coach Bannard felt as 
he did about the treatment accorded to Ryan 
and that he was sure Bannard would not 
approve of the disposition made of the case. 

Northwestern’s athletic finances have been 
in a bad way for some time, and this is un- 
doubtedly the reason Manager Hart be 
unable to fulfill the contract with the Wil 
iams man, but the interesting feature of the 
whole affair is the apparent evidence of pal- 
pable professionalism in athletics at the 
Evanston school,

waters, and provide itself with maps, plates, { 
etc., necessary for its information, and from 
time to time shall examine all streams as to 
their fitness for use for public water supply. 

The board is to consult with authorities 
of cities, villages, and towns as to the most 
appropriate source of water supply and the 
most proper systems of sewerage, and such 
authorities are required to give notice to the 
board of any intention to provide for water 
eupply or sewerage, and shixll submit their 
plans for the same to the board for its ap- 
proval. 

The bill provides that any analysis of 
water or sewerage which the board thinks 
necessary shall be made at the laboratory 
of the uniyersity at Urbana, and the sworn 
statements of the officers of that institution 
shail be ‘competent testimory and prima 
facie evidence of the matters contained 
therein. 

The authorities of any municipality or cor- 
poration who shall violate or fail to comply 
with such rules and regulations as the board 
may make shall be fined not less than $10 
nor more than $200, and an additional $10 
for each day they. shall continue to violate | 
any of such rules. 

The act will not be made to apply to cities 
of over 100,000 inhabitants, provided the 
rules of the local Board of Health shall rea- 
conably comply with the sense of the rules 
of the board. en 

The board adopted the inspection reports 
showing sanitary defects at the penitentiary 
at Joliet and the Institution for the Feeble-

BILL TO. PROTECT LAWYERS.

LIBRARIAN YOUNG DEAD. 


FALLS A VICTIM TO BRIGHT’S DIs- 
EASE AND OVERWORK. 


? 


Notable Career as War Correspondent, 
Editor, and Diplomatist—Makes a 
Tour of the World with General 
Grant—Graphie Account of the Rise 
and Fall of the French Commune— 
One’ of President McKinley’s Ap- 
pointees. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 17,—John Russell 
Young, librarian of the Congressional! Li- 
brary, died at his residence here at 9:40 this 
morning after an illness of several weeks. 

Mr. Young was at the point of death nearly 
all yesterday. This morning it was evident 
that the end was close. There were with 
him at his death Mrs. Young, Berkely 
Young, his son; Dr. Freer, his physician; 
and Ralph J. Meeker, one of the old news- 
paper friends of the librarian. 

Career a Notable One. 


John Russell Young had a notable career 
as a journalist, diplomatist, public official, 
and the intimate associate of distinguished 
public men. He wae born in Downingtown, 
Chester County, Pa., Nov. 20, 1841. The 
family moved to Philadelphia an@ he was 
educated in the public schools of that city. 
Later he went to New Orleans, where an 
uncle lived, and continued his school work 
in the high school Returning to Phila- 
delphia he secured a place on the Philadel- 
phia Press in 1857 as copy boy, and from 
this dated his newspaper work. When John 
W. Forney came to Washington in 1861, to 
become secretary of the Senate, he brought: 
along Young, who by that time had become 
a fluent writer. While acting as Colonel 
Forney’s private secretary, Mr. Young con- 
tinued his writings in the Philadelphia Press 
and it was by his description of the first 
battle of Bull Run that he won his spurs a8 @ 
graphic war correspondent. He followed 
the Army of the Potomac to the end of the 
Chickahominy campaign. In 1864 he ac- 
companied General Nathaniel P. Banks on 
the Red River expedition. | 

returning he became managing editor of 
the Philadelphia Press, which he resigned in 
1865 to start the Morning Post, which, how- 
ever, was not asuccess. He had contributed 
to the New York Tribune and his pleasing 
style attracted the attention of Horace 
Greeley, with the result that in 1866 Young 
became ‘managing editor of the paper with 
which Greeley had been so long associated. 
At that time Young was only 25 years old. 
His leisure time he devoted to the study of 
law and in 1867 was admitted to the bar in 
New York City. In 1870 he again tried the 
establishment of a newspaper of his own, 
this time the Standard. . 

Traveler, Writer, and Diploma 

About this time, however, Secretary Bout- 
well, who was at the head of the Treasury 
department in President Grant's Cabinet, . 
induce@ Young to go abroad to look into 
financial affairs. While abroad on this mis- 
sion the awful days of the Paris commune 
occurred, and Mr. Young’s account of the 
rise and fall of the commune and of the stir- 
ring days through which the French capital 
passed is regarded as one of the best ex- 
amples of English descriptive writing. 

In 1872 he became the European repre- 
sentative of the New York. Herald, and 
spent two years in London and Paris and 
another year in work and travel on the con- 
tinent. In.1877 General Grant started upon 
his memorable trip around the world, and 
on his invitation Mr. Young joined the party. 
This made him for two years almost a mem- 


a warm friendship sprang up between them. 
After the return Mr. Young wrote “‘Around 
the-World with General Grant.”’

BOTH SIDES STRUGGLE HARD 


The regular ticket of the Chicago Athletic 
association scored a decisive victory over 
the members’ yesterday at the annual elec- 
tion, Clarence K. Wooster defeating Will 
iam Hale Thompson for the Presidency by 
206 votes. It was a triumph for the con- 
servative element. The vote for the different 
officers was as follows:

Ends the Football Eleven. 

The election of the regular ticket means 
that the athletics of the club will not be car- 
ried on according to the broad scale they 
have been in the past. There will be no 
football team next fall. The fights may be- 
come a thing of the past, although this has 
not yet been decided. The athletic member- 
ship will be shaken up considerably andi no 
athlete will become a member without first 
undergoing the scrutiny of the Membership 
committee. The social feature of the club 
will be more prominent than before, and, as 
Mr. Wooster said, the club is to be an asso- 
ciation ‘“‘ of its members, for its members, 
and by its members.” 

The regular ticket stood for a careful finan- 
cial policy and for conservative principles in 
athletics and the management of the club. 
The defeat of the head of the members’ 
ticket by so large a figure was a great sur- 
prise, for it had been figured that he would 
not fall more than 50 votes behind. Bets 
were made while the votes were being count- 
ed as to how far Wooster would run ahead 
and one man who placed a bet of $100 at even 
money that Thompson would not rune hun- 
dred behind thought he was “ finding mon- 
ey.”’ The members’ supporters, after assert- 
ing confidence all day, conceded during the 
early evening that they were beaten. | 

The vote was unusually large, 934 ballots 
being cast, nearly 200 more than last year. 
The fight made by both sides and the indus- 
trious use of carriages during the afternoon 
brought out the larger number. 

The polls opened at noon in the reading- 
room and the Australian ballot system was 
used. There was considerable scratching 
and switching of votes in favor of Wooster, 
and it took the judges—Everett Brown, 
Henry White, Harry Channon, J. F. Turrell, 
and G. H. Atkin—until 9:30 p. m. to figure out 
the results, and they showed that only one 
member of the mefnbers’ ticket was elected-— 
H. L. Green, for a three year term as director. 


Wooster States His Policy. 

Mr. Wooster said in his inaugural speech 
after being installed as President that the 
club had secured a national reputation, and 
that he hoped Mr. Thompson might repre- 
sent them at the Paris Exposition in 1900, 
when it would attain an international repu- 
tation. He then gave the key to his policy 
when he said the club was to be a club of its 
members, for its members, and by its mem- 
bers, and that when a man entered it was 
because he had paid his initiation fee, or, if 


‘he were a pure amateur athlete, because he 


had successfully passed the scrutiny of the 
Membership committee. 

At noon the voters began to gather andthe 
white ribbons of the members and regulars 
vied with each other in the clubhouse and 
outside, where the cabmen were tagged who 
were employed to go after voters and bring 
them to the club. At 2 o’clock 450 votes had, 
been cast, and at 4:30 693. After that votes 
came thick and fast. The Board of Trade 
delegation, 100 strong, settled the question, 
of the head of the ticket, as they nearly all 
voted for Wooster. The polls closed at 6 
o’clock, and a big crowd gathered in the 
reading-room for the buffet lunch and an- 
nual meeting. During the lunch the mem- 
bers discussed the probable outcome of the 
voting and several bets were made, 

Although Mr. Thompson said that good 
feeling prevailed between the rival factions, 
some of his friends said the regulars had 
employed the tactics of ward politicians to 
gain votes and charged a breach of good 
faith in one or two particulars. 


JOHN W. HOOPER IS PARDONED. 


Governor Frees the Aged Man Convicted 
of Stealing Tombstones from 
His Creditors. 


Governor Tanner yesterday pardoned John 
W. Hooper, who was convicted in this city 
last month of larceny and sentenced to the 
penitentiary. Hooper is 74 years old. He 
was in the tombstone and marble business 
and failed and his property was sold to 
satisfy creditors. No inventory was ever 
made of the tombstones sold, but purchasers 
‘said that Hooper smuggled off some of them. 
Hooper asserted the stones taken by him 
were his’ property and not included in the 
sale, but he was nevertheless convicted. 

The life sentence of Frank A. Kurtz was 
commuted by the Governor to imprisonment 
for six years. He was convicted in Cook 
County in 1894 of murder.

But as long as the American military gov- 
ernment in’ the Philippines has its hands 
tied ‘by the non-ratification of the peace 
treaty nothing can be done for them. 
‘Senator Hoar and the other obstruction- 
ists must know that complications of a 
serious nature afe liable to result from con- 
tinued delay. Latest reports indicate that 
even if Aguinaldo does not lose his head 
his subordinates are likely to break away 
from higgrestraint.

. GOLD OUTPUT FOR 1898, 

_ The estimated production of gold through- 
out the world in 1898 is 286 1-5 millions 
of dollars. . This is an uneéxampled showing. 
Prior to the discovery of the California 
mines the world’s annual output of gold 
was about 13 millions. During the period of 
great productiveness of the (Californian 
and Australian mines it rose to 134 mil- 
lions. Then there was.a decline, so that 
in 1890 the output was only 119 millions. 
In that year the value ofall the gold and 
silver mined—assigning the latter its. fic- 
titious coinage value ” of “16 to 1 ”—was 


In view of this startling increase in the 
wofld’s gold product nothing can be more 
absurd than the contention of the Bryan- 
ites that.there will be a “scarcity of 
money” if silver is not “ remonetized” at 
a ratio which would drive gold out of. 
circulation in those countries which  al- 
lowed silver to be coined free at a false 
ratio. 

_ The population of the ‘world is about 
1,500 millions. The average annual yate 
of growth is usually estimated at 1 per 
cent.

THE ACQUISITION OF TERRITORY. 

If England, instead of the United States, 
had gone through the Spanish war, had been 
victorious, and had made a treaty with 


Philippines to the former, Senator Hoar, if 

a member of the British Parliament, might 

contend that the acquisition of the Philip- 

| pines by Great Britain was unwise or inex- 

pedient. He would not venture to assert 

that it was “ unconstitutional.” He does. 
allege, however, that it will be “ unconsti- 

tutional” for the United States to become 

the possessor of the Philippines by treaty or 

in any other way. | | 

Neither he nor any other anti-expansion- 
ist wili deny that imperial Germany or re- 
publican France has a “ constitutional ” 
right to acquire territory in the same fash- 
ion as the United States is acquiring the 
Philippines, and to govern it as the United 
States proposes to govern those islands. 
Then why do they deny to the United States 
‘the possession of certain rights of sovereign- 
ty which every other independent nation 
possesses 

When the thirteen colonies declared their 
independence in 1776, and, ‘having estab- 
lished it, became a free and independent 
nation, they became the inheritors of the 
same sovereign right to acquire and to gov- 
ern’ territory that Great Britain did and 
does enjoy. When did the national govern- 
ment lose that right? Senator Hoar con- 
tends that, as regards territory like the 
Philippines, the right to acquire it was not 
granted to the national government by the 
people when the constitution was framed,. 
but was reserved to the people. So he as- 
serts, in brief, that until the constitutioa is 
amended the Philippines cannot be lawfully 
owned by the United States. 

Although the constitution nowhere spe- 
cifically grants the national government the 
power to acquire territory, Senator Hoar 
admits that that government has an un- 
questioned, inherent right to acquire some 
territory—as it did Louisiana, for instance. 
But he contends that that inherent right to 
acquire new possessions is limited and does 
not extend to Asia, Africa, or the islands of 
the sea. Chief Justice Marshal! knew of no 
such limitations. He held that~— 


The constitution confers absolutely on the gov- 
ernment of the union the powers of making war 
and of making treaties; consequently that gov- 
ernment possesses the power of acquiring territory 
either by conquest or by treaty. . . . The ceded 


it is annexed, either on the terms stipulated in 
the treaty of cession, or on such as its new master 
msy impose. 

The Chief Justice does not say that “ some 
territory may be acquired by treaty or 
purchase, He does not seek to limit that 
power to acquire territory which he de- 
clares exists. Senator Hoar, deeming him- 
self perhaps a better constitutional lawyer 
than. Marshall, contends that there is a 
limitation, but the Senator does not show 
where that limitation is to be found except 
in Kis own imagination. He does not point 
out where the constitution grants the right 
to acquire Oregon or Alaska and denies the 
right to acquire the Philippines. 

One of the attributes of sovereignty is the 
right to acquire territory. Senator Hoar 
contends that the United States falls so far 
short in its powers of other nations that 
before it’ can acquire new territory—the 
Philippines, for instance—three-fourths of 
the States must ratify an amendment to the 
constitution granting to the national govern- 
ment the power to possess those islands. A 
government thus hampered and fettered 
would be as impotent for certain purposes 
as the government under the articles of con- 
federation. The Senate would have to

- The American nation has the same fu!l, 
broad power to acquiré territory that any 
other nation possesses. That power, the 
exercise of which is controlled only by the 
judgment and discretion of the President 
and Congress, representing the American 
people, has no imitations that Senator Hoar 
has been able to point out. There is no 
limitation to uninhabited territory, or to 
territory in the temperate zone, or to fter- 
ritery on the American continent. The 
constitution not declaring otherwise, the 
United States has the same full power to 
acquire and govern territory that Great 
Britain-or France has. It is a power neces- 
sary ‘to the carrying out of the purposes of | 
the constitution.

Henry U. Johnson is the Indiana Congress- 
man who opposed the war so bitterly that he 
was not mentioned for a renomination. 


POSSIBILITIES OF RAMIE FIBER. 

If the new ramie defibrator, invented by 
W. H. Packer of Cleveland, fulfills its 
present promise it is likely to revolutionize 
the textile industry of the world. ‘The 
machine of the American inventor, taken 
in conjunetion with the chemical discovery 
of the East Indian scientist, Mr. Gomess, 
seems to leave nothing lacking for the cheap 
and practical utilization of this strong 
and beautiful fiber. Since the days when 
the patrician dames of the Roman Empire 
wore beautiful robes woven of its silky 
floss, the value of ramie as a textile fiber 
has been known, but all attempts to reduce 
the stalks by other than hand work have 
failed. A Chinaman can clean two pounds 
of the fiber in a day, and even with this slow 
process the ramie industry has gained head- 
way all over the world, there being now 


eight mills in Europe that spinramie. Now 


Mr. Packer's machine appears, and with 

it a boy is said to be able to turn out 

400 pounds a day. Apparently nothing 

more is needed to make ramie a rival of 

cotton itself. 

- Ramie is a fibrous herb indigenous to Asia, . 
but now grown quite extensively in South 

America and other warm countries. There - 
is every reason to believe that a superior 

quality of ramie can be raised in our gulf 

States. The value of the plant lies in its 

fine, long, and strong fibers, which some- 

what resemble those of flax in their smooth- 

ness and softness. It neither shrinks nor 

stretches like cotton, is stronger than hemp, 

and is almost as beautiful as silk. Either 

alone or mixed with wool or silk it seems 


capable of serving in every sort of textile 


fabric used by men and women, If its 
production is now rendered as cheap as 
that of cotton it is likely to supplant the 
latter in a most important degree. 

‘Hitherto the great obstacle to the general 
use of this ideal fiber has been the difficulty 
of extracting the filaments from the rest 
of the stalk. The gum in the plant long 
defied every effort to separate the fibers 
by machinery. The overcoming of this 
difficulty by the degumming process inyent-, 
ed by Mr. Gomess has latterly given an 
impetus to the industry, but the process 
was still too costly to compete with cot- 
ton. Mr. Packer’s new machine now prom- 
ises to remove the last obstacle and to 
revolutionize the wearing fabrics of this 
country and the world. If its claims are 
well founded it implies the addition of hun- 
dreds of millions to the textile wealth of 
the machine-using nations. ie; 

There is no reason why the ramie indus- 
try of the United States may not in time 
rival the cotton industry, A finer fiber can 
be grown in the mild climate of the South 
than in the tropics. The fiber when grown 
in such climates is long, silky, and bril- 
liant. Textiles made from it are stronger 
than linen and have the luster of silk. The 
moment these choice fabrics can be pro- 
duced at a price competing with cotton 
goods there is likely to be a strong demand 
both for the raw material and for the 
finished product, The South ought to he 
able to supply the ramie market and to 
get its full share of the new mills. Ramic 
does not have to be replanted like cotton 
and the fields require little attention or 
cultivation. If it-displaces cotton to a 
considerable extent it will benefit rather 
than injure the cotton growers, for it will 
give them that diversity in crops which 
they most need. - | 

China has been making ramie fabrics 
since the days of Confucius, and ‘it now 
not only supplies an enormous home demand 
but also exports annually hundreds of mil- 
lions of pounds of the hand-made fiber to 
foreign lands. Mr. Packer’s machine bids 
fair to capture this export trade from 
China, for not evep Chinese cheap labor 
can compete with the new defibrator. But 
té do this the plant must be extensively 
raised in the United States. The machine 
is said to manipulate the green stalks bet- 
ter than the dry, and the raw materials 
must be supplied at home. Southern

OF INTEREST FROM EXCHANGES 


Duration of thé Careers of Our Public 
Men—Few Changes in Maine’s Con- 
gressmen in Twenty Years. 


The death of Nelson Dingley will serve to 
call attention to a certain influence often 
lost sight of which the democratic spirit 
exerts on the duration of the career of pub- 
lic men. Mr. Dingley’s death makes only 
the second break which has occurred in the 
Maine delegation in Congress since 1883 
The first break oceurred a little less than 
two years ago, on the death of Seth L. Milli- 
ken. Mr. Milliken and Charles A. Boutelie 
entered the House in 1883. Mr. Dingley in 
1881, and Thomas B. Reed in 1877. The two 
Senators from Maine, Eugene Ha-e and 
William P, Frye, became such in 1851, after 
a service by each of ten years in the House. 
The service of each from the dates named 
has been uninterrupted to this time, except 
in the case of Milliken and Dingley, who con- 
tinued In office until their death. From 1883 
until the death of Milliken in 1807 the delega- 
tion of Maine in Congress—the two Senators 
and four Representatives—continued un- 
changed. In election after election for those 
fourteen years those six men, comprising 
their State’s entire delegation in Congress, 
were chosen without interruption. 

This is a record which is absolutely with- 
out parallel in the annals of the United 
States. Many men have served longer in 
Congress than any of the Maine delegation. 


A man died about the same time as Milliken 


whecse career was longer than that of any 
member from Maine. This was William 5. 
Holman. A man is serving in the House 
now who was in that body eight years before 
Dingley entered it. This is Richard P. 
Bland, But neither Holman's nor Bland’s 
State, ner any other of the forty-five, ever 
returned so many members continuously for 
as long a time as Maine has in this instance. 
Vermont sent Morrill to Congress -suc- 
cessivély fof almost forty-two years, and 
the term which he was serving at his death 
does not expire until 1903. Missouri kept 
Benton in office thirty years without in- 
terruption. Sherman's public service began 
in 1855, at the same time as Morrill’s, and 
continued until 1808, though for a little over 
five years of this time he was in the Cabinet. 
Massachusetts kept Webster and John 
Quincy Adams in Congress for many years, 
and North Carolina. returned Macon, South 
Carolina Calhoun, Alabama William R. 
King, and Kentucky Clay for long periods. 
The South in the old days and New England 
then and often since kept their sons in office 
as long as they cared to serve, but no'State 


without change for as many years as Maine 
has done in the case of the men here men- 
tioned. 

In gencral long periods of service in public 
office for any men are less frequent in the 
Western States than in the South and New 
England. This is due to the democratic 
spirit which is naturally more prevalent 
in the newer communities than in the old, 
and which demands and enforces shorter 
carcers. Necessarily there is, atthe out- 


‘get, an entire absence of all semblance of 


class distinctions in the younger States. 
All their inhabitants start on the same go0- 
cial level. All are workers, and all sorts of 
work—that of a banker, a lawyer, a mer- 
chant, a farmer, a. laborer—is held to be 
equally important and equally honorable. 
This produces a spirit of self-reliance and 
of self-confidence which is fatal to every- 
thing like hero worship, for everybody feels 
that he himself is capable of meeting all 
the demands, social and political, of the 
community of which he isa member. This 
spirit induces a» strife for public office un- 
known in the older States, and forces more 
frequent changes. Name, age, and social 
condition have no claims which the West- 
ern man in general fee]s bound td respect. 
True, long public careers, as the cases of 
Jones and Stewart of Nevada and Teller of 
Colorado prove, are not unknown in the 
West, but these are due to inequalities in 
social conditions peculiar to the mining 
States, Long service gives a member knowl- 
edge and prestige, and confers on his State 
an influence in legislation disproportionate 
to the size of its delegation. In this respect 
a State suffers through the frequent rota- 
tion in its members. The rotation, however, 
is inseparable from the leveling and vital- 
izing influences of defMmocracy, which is the 


most powerful and beneficent factor in

speeches during his great debate with 
Stephen A. .Douglas, in 1858, touching upon 
the acquisition of Cuba, for which the 
Buchanan administration had made an ef- 
fort, and which was a favorite measure of 
the South: . 

“I am not opposed to honest acquisition of 
territory, and in any given case I would or ; 
would not oppose such acquisition according 
as I might think such acquisition would or 
would not aggravate the slavery question 
alnong ourselves.”’: | 

With the question of negro slavery elimi- 
nated, as now, Lincoln would, then, un- 
quecstionably have favored the acquisicion of 
Cuba. And the negotiations then going or 
were not with the Cubans, either. They 
were with the government of Spain. Nobody 
thought of consulting the Cubans to learn 
whether the free government of America 
would or would not be acceptable to them, 
any moe than true Americans of today have 
deemed it necessary to consult the natives 
of Porto Rico and the Philippines. It was 
taken for granted that the bestowual of 
American governmental institutions upon 
any people was the grandest gift that could 
be mace. | 

‘But would Lincoln have imposed those. 
institutions upon Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines by force?’ some doubter may ask. 
The answer is found his conduct toward 
the Southern Confedera Clearly enough, 
the authority of the United States was not 
reimposed upon the States of the Confeder- 
acy with the consent of the people sought to 
be governed. It was reimposed because 
Lincoln and. his fellow-Unionists believed 
that such reimposition was the best thing 
for the South as well as for the nation at 
large, The fanciful interpretation of Jeffer- 
son’s dictum concerning the ** consent of the 
governed,”’ which would make that consent 
necessary to the suppression of a revolt, or 
to the extension of our free and enlightened 
forms over inferior nations whose fate has 
fallen into our hands—this interpretation re- 
ceived its deathblow in the war for the «union. 
And every argument which Senator Hoar 
and other allies of the Philippine malcon- 
tents bring to bear against the establishment 
of our national power in the Philippines can 
be used with equal effect to prove the work 
done by Lincoln and Grant, in reéstablish. . 
ing that power in our Southern States, to

During the day, however, Mr. Harrison 
said: “As I understand it, the bill pre- 
sented by the commission is merely a tenta- 
tive one and subject to ail sorts of amend- 
ments before it is introduced in the Legis- 
lature. I do not understand I am to name a 
committee to urge the passage of the bill 
in its present form, but that it shall be the 
function of that committee to so amend the 
bill as to meet with more general approval 
and then ask its passage. I certainly shall 
appoint a good representation of the grade 
teachers on the committee. When I shall 
appoint that committee I cannot say.”’ 

This means, it was said, that the Mayor 
has awakened to a realization that the 

teachers must be consulted before the Dill

Fight for Important Office. | 

The unusual sight of two men each claim- 
ing to be the incumbent of the same office, 
and an important office at that,°was present- 
ed at the City Hall when Commissioner of 
Public Works McGann installed John A. 
May in the position of Superintendent of 
Special Assesssments, and J. S. Sheahan, 
the incumbent, refused to be evicted. Mr. 
'Bheahan consulted John 8. Miller, ex-Cor- 
poration Counsel, and acted under his ad- 


vice. Mayor Harrison declared time would 


be given Mr. Sheahan to take his personal 
belo out of the office, and if he per- 
sisted in remaining after that he would 
have him removed by force. 

Commissioner McGann wrote Mr. Sheahan 
letter of peremptory dismissal, and gave 
as his reason that he and the Superintendent 
of the special assessment department.did not 
work well together. Mr. Sheahan claimed 
his office under the civil service law. Never- 
theless the Commissioner appointed John A. 
May. The business of the office was at a 
stundstill. 
''Mr. Sheahan has been in the special as- 
sessment office for a long rumber of years. 
He was chief clerk under Hiram Jones. On 
Jan. 19, 1808, the Civil Service commission 
confirmed Mr. Sheahan in the position of 
Superintendent. It. is by virtue of this ac- 


tion that he claims rights under the civil 


service law.

erty to be benefited, and apportion the same 
between such city or town and such prop- 
erty, so that each shall bear its relative 
equitable proportion.”’ 

It is clear from this provision of the law 
that it was the intention of the Legislature 
that the public should bear its “just and 
equitable proportion ’’ of the cost of im- 
provement of the street, and it is a sworn 
duty of the officer to so apportion the cost. 
And yet, in this case of the proposed paving 
of Calumet avenue, this officer has filed a 
sworn statement that the public will in no 
manner be benefited by paving this street, 
and has assessed every dollar of the cost 
on the lot owners; not one-half of whom 
make any use of the road-bed of the street. 

And from this arbitrary decision there is 
virtually no relief, since the law provides 
that the decision of the Judge of the County 
Court as.to the “ correctness of the distribu- 
tion of the costs of the improvement be- 
tween the public and the property to be as- 
sessed shall be conclusive and not subject 
to review on appeal or writ of error,’’-and it 
‘fs. well known to every one who has had oc- 
casion to apply for relief that the Judge of 
the County Court, especially if he is In here 
from the country, seldom has the courage,

| MAXWELL VS.GOODWIN ON TRIAL 


Actor Charged with Piracy of the Com- 
plainant’s Play “ Congress ”— 


Testimony of the Day. 


case of John Maxwell, a Chicago news- 
ase of John Nat C. Goodwin, charg- 
ing the actor with piracy of Maxwell's play, 
* Congress,” was called for trial yesterday 
in the United States: Circuit Court before 
Judge Seaman. Mr. Maxwell filed the suit 
against Mr. Goodwin three years ago, alleg- 
ing the actor had assimilated various ideas 
from the manuscript of *‘ Congress,’’ writ- 
ten by Maxwell, and had incorporated them 
in a play called ‘** Ambition,”’ reputed to 
be by Henry Guy Carleton. 

Attorney Frank Reed, who is prosecuting 
the case of Samuel E. Gross in the “ Cyrano 
de Bergerac”’ suit, and W. K. Lowery ap- 
peared for Mr. Goodwin. Attorney William 
J. Strong represented Mr. Maxwell. 

Mr. Reed announced to the court that Mr. 
Goodwir was unable to be present, owing 
to his theatrical engagements, and asked 
for a continuance. Judge Seaman refused 
the continuance on the ground the case had 
been postponed several times to suit the 
convenience of Mr. Goodwin, and that the 
actor had had ample warning. 

The deposition of Mr. Goodwin, admitting 
he had had Mr. Maxwell’s manuscript in 
his possession but denying he had taken 
any ideas from it, was read. There was a 
long legal dispute as to the admission of 
testimony showing the profits.made by Mr. 
Goodwin on the play ‘‘ Ambition,” Judge 
Seaman reserving his decision. 

Mr. Maxwell was placed on the stand and 
told of writing the play “ Congress” and 
submitting it to Mr. Goodwin. He pointed 
out the resemblances, in his opinion, be- 
tween the two plays. He will go on the 
stand again this morning. Mr. Strong an- 
nounced to the court that he would prove 
that Mr. Goodwin had taken the scenario 

of the play ** Ambition ” to Carleton, though 
this. is denied by both actor and playwright. 
The case will last several days.

FUNDS FOR THE MEMORIAL. 


Lafayette Commission Will Ask Post- 
masters to Co-operate in Rais- 
ing $100,000. 


The Lafayette Memorial commission will 
send out today several thousand circular 
letters to postmasters in various parts of 
the country asking their codperation in rais- 
ing additional funds for the erection of the 
monument. The letters state $50,000 has 
been raised by the school children of the 
country, and at least $100,000 more will be 
required.

Millers at Missouri River Pointe Ex- 
pect Concessions from the Trunk 
lines Because of Competition of 
Gulf Roads — General Passenger 
Agents of Western Routes Confer 
with Canadian Pacific Traffic 
ager on Immigrant Business. 


from -points- in the West to the Atlantic 
seaboard probably will be made next Mon- 
day. Millers at Missouri River points and in 
Kansas for some time have been complain- 
ing that the present rates on flour to the 
seaboard were excessive, as compared with 
the rates on flour from Minneapolis to the 
East. Lately they have found a good out- 
let for their export flour at reasonable rates 
via the gulf roads to New Orleans and Gal- 
veston. This division of the business is-seri- 
ously felt by the Eastern roads, which 
formerly carried most of this traffic, and, in 


, consequence, the trunk line Presidents are 


considering the advisability of reducing the 
rate. 

The present rate on flour from the Mis- 
sissippi River to New York is 23 cenis, while 
the rate on corn is only 16 cents per 100 
pounds. The low rate on corn is due to the 
gulf competition, and, as the gulf roads now 
are competing actively for the flour busi-. 
ness, the claim is made that an equally low 


rate is necessary in order to turn the busi- 


ness back into the former channel. The 
flour rate from Minneapolis to New York 
is 25 cents, and the Eastern roads’ propor- 
tion on this is only about 15 cents. It is, 
therefore, urged that the rate on flour from 
Mississippi River points should not be higher 
than 17% cents. This rate, it is believed, will 
be authorized by the Presidents.
